Veterans’ Hospitalization—The
next two issues of Right Guide
will be devoted to an explana-
tion of hospitalization and medi-
cal services offered veterans
through the Veterans Adminis:
tration. Veterans should famil-
jarize themselves thoroughly with
these benefits and procedures
necessary to obtain them.

1.—Who is Eligible for -Hos-
pitalization in a V. A. Hospital?

(a) War veterans, including
the women’s reserves, who were
discharged, released, or retired
under conditions other than dis-
honorable, and who are in need
of hospital care;

(b) Peacetime ' veterans who
were discharged for. disability
under conditions other than dis-
honorable, or who have a service
conected pension, and who need
treatment;

(c) Certain veterans of allied
countries who have service con-
nected disabilities;

(d) Beneficiaries of the U. S.
Public Health Service, U. S. Em-
ployees Compensation Commis-
sion, and certain other govern-
ment agencies;

(e) Servicemen on active duty.

2. Are There Priorities In-
volved in Veterans Hospitaliza-
tion?

Yes, when space is limited, pa-
tients” are admitted in the “fol
lowing order of ‘preference:

(a) Emergency cases;

(b) War veterans who need,
treatment for their service con-
nected disabilities;

(c) Peacetime veterans who
need treatment for their service
connected disabilities;

(d) War veterans with 90 days
of service. or a disability dis-
char#?, who have no adequate
means of support, and who need
hospital treatment;

(e) Peacetime veterans dis-
charged for line of duty dis-
_ability, or drawing a service con-
nected pension, who have no

_adequate means of support and} .

need hospital treatment;

{f) War veterans, not dishon-
orably discharged, who need hos-
pital treatment which they would
be unable to pay for.

3. May a Private Doctor Cer-
tify My Need of, and Have Me
Certified for, Admission' to a
V.A. Hospital.

If your doctor is a member of
the California Physicians Service

- he can certify to your need for
hospitalization. In emergencies
any doctor may make necessary
arrangements.
